ROME, Sept. 15 (Associated Press).— 
Premier Giolitti has intervened in the 
metal workers’ dispute and has invited 
representatives 6f the employers and 
workers to meet him at Turin. 

Several delegates have already arrived 


there in response to the invitation. 

The Confederation of Labor pub- 
lished a manifesto yesterday asking 
workmen to subscribe to a loan 
which is to be applied to supplying 
the needs of striking metal workers. 
The shares are to be. of 10 and 25 lire 
each. The manifesto says the work- 
men's. councils have promised to re- 
imburse the subscribers when the pres- 
ent dispute is ended. 

The Catholic Party has decided to ask 
the .Government to appoint a commis- 
sion composed of representatives of the 
employers and the workers, which shall 
be intrusted with the task of making 
thorough inquiry into the Italian indus- 
trial. situation. 

The party also urges that Parliament 
abandon general digcussion of the situ- 
ation and devote itself to an intensive 
study of a bill to be presented either 
by the Government or by the. Deputies 
concerning new relations between em- 

ployers and men.

Men Want to Assist in Management. 


MILAN, Sept. 15.—Plans for a law 
providing for the collaboration of work- 
men in the management of industrial 
plants, which will be presented at the 
next session of the Italian Parliament, 
have been placed in the hands of. a 
commission. appointed by Socialist mem- 
bers of the House of Deputies. 

Leaders of the workmen insist that 
the agreement with employers must ad- 
mit the men to the management of 
technical departments, finance and of- 
fices for the engagement and dismissal 
of men. They assert that such powers 
should be exercised by organizations 
“appointed by labor unions. : 

Leaders declare that occupation . of 
plants throughout the country will con- 
tinued until employers’ privileges are 
. Buppressed and the new rights of labor 
‘ acknowledged. 

While a majority of ‘employers strong- 
ly resist the workmen’s scheme for as- 
sisting in the work of management, 
there is an important section which 
supports a suggestion that the men’s 
scheme be accepted on generai lines in 
order that the conflict going on at 
present may be ended. This elément 
would reserve discussion of details, 
which would be submitted to a com- 
mission composed of representatives of 
employers and workers.

Although he has been in the revenue 
service for a quarter of a century and 
has worked in nearly every branch, Mr.

Just prior to his brief expert- 
ence in this. line he was chief of the 
revenue agents throughout the United 
States, and had also been at different 
times in charge of the Pittsburgh, 
Nashville and Louisville Divisions. 

Mr. Shevlin received his transfer or- 
ders upon his returp to the city in the 
morning from an inspection trip up- 
State. The transfer came as a surprise. 
There was much _ speculation as to 
whether there would -be any other 
changes in the personnel of the local 
office. According to information from 
Washington the transfer was made. “in 
the interest of the service.”’. It was 
added, however, that it originally was 
planned to shift the, prohibition agents 
from one territory to another and also 
that other changes from time to time 
might be expected.

NEW TREATY LOOKED FOR 


Hope Expressed That Its Terms, 
While Satisfying California, . 
Won’t Hurt Japan's Pride. 


VETERANS URGE EXCLUSION 


Would Bar All Japanese Immigrants 
and Refuse Citizenship to 
Children Born Here.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Baron K. 
Shidehara, Japanese Ambassador to the 
United States, has been authorized by 
his Government to enter into formal 
negotiations with that of the United 
States on the subject of the anti-Jap- 
anese laws and other proposed legisla- 
tion in California in an effort to settle 
amicably the controversy growing out 
of the opposition to the increase of Jap- 
anese immigration. ° 

The Ambassador and tinsniatdees? Colby 
have in recent weeks had several for- 
mal conferences, but these have ended, 
now that the Ambassador has been au- 
thorized to take up the question offi- 
cially. It does not seem likely that these 
negotiations will lead to a settlement 
before the elections in November, when 
the people of California will vote on a 
proposed land law even more stringent 
than the present one, in that it forbids 
not-only ownership, but leasing of lands 
by Japanese. It also would make more 
drastic the provisions against corporate 
ownership of. land. 

Probable Basis of Agreement. 

The negotiations will proceed almost. 
directly to the question of Japanese im- 
migration to the United States, and 
theré is reasonste«heliewethat the ex- 
Changes of views and “the™principle of 
any agreement that may be reached will 
be based on these features: 

First, that Japanese subjects already 
lawfully. residing in the United .States 
shall receive the same treatment and 
enjoy the same protection of the kws 
as the nationals of any other country; 

Second, that assurance shall be given 
to the United States, either in a new 
treaty or in an ampler ‘“ gentlemen’s 
agreement,’’ that Japanese laborers 
shall not be permitted to’ come to the 
United States, the agreement to be so 
worded that it shall not. establish or 
recognize a principle of discrimination 
against the Japanese people, but shall 
by implication recognize racial differ- 
ences and social and economic reasons 
that tend to make further Japanese im- 
migration perilous to the welfare of 
communities into which considerable 
numbers of Japanese might come. 

According to information here, the 
grievance of the Japanese Government 
is not so much against the exclusion of 
Japanese laborers from the United 
States, but against proposals to deny 
to those already here the enjoyment 
of rights which the nationals of other 
countries enjoy. It is regatded as a 
question which, if left unsolved, may 
lead to more serious complications, serv- 
ing to prevent a clear understanding 
between two nations in other matters. 

In some quarters it is suggested that 
the negotiations have made more prog- 
ress than has generally been “known, 
end-that during the informal conversa- 
tions between Secretary Colby and Am- 
bassador Shidehara the outlines of a 
possible agreement were prepared, an 
agreement ‘in principle having been 
reached. Confirmation of this cannot 
be obtained. aithough there are indica- 
ticns that Secretary Colby and Ambas- 
sador Morris have covered the entire 
ground in their conversations with 
Baron Shidehara. 

If the principles have been warsét 
upon as a result of the conversations of 
the last six weeks it may be possible 
to perfect the text of the new treaty by 
the time Congress meets. 

Veterans Demand Abrogation of Treaty. 

The exclusion of all Japanese immi- 
grants and the amendment of the 
Federal Constitution so as to make chil- 
dren born in this country of Japanese 
parents ineligible for citizenship were 
asked in a resolution unanimously 
adopted today by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars holding their annual en- 
campment i4 Washington.

Little change in MacSwiney’s con- 
dition Was reported this morning by the 
physician of Brixton Prison: - In his re- 
port to the Home Officé, however, the 
‘physician declared that ‘“ increased 
weakness ’’ was noticcabie. 

After visiting the Mayor this morning 
Annie MacSwiney said her brotnxer had 
had four hours’ sleep during the night, 
and that although he was in great pain 
and growing weaker he was much fe- 
freshed by this rest. 

Mayor MacSwiney is still being mas- 
saged, but his Sister declared she was 
convinced that nothing was being given 
him which could act as nourishment. 
She said he was as determined as ever 
to carry out his vow to the end for the 
sake of the freedom of Ireland. He 
}showed no signs of wavqring, and only 
the day previous had said to the nurse 
when she offered him food: 

** Do you think I’m going to give way 
after my long hunger strike? ’”’

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FURRIER SLAIN, WIFE 
WOUNDED BY BANDIT 


Soldier-Highwayman Captured 
in Store by Printer—Fails 
to Get $30,000 Loot. 


HUNDREDS GATHER OUTSIDE 


Woman Shot as She Grapples 
with Invader—Husband Killed 
When He Rushes to Her Aid. 


Harry Van Reed, a Corporal in the Uni- 
ted States Army, turned holdup man 
yesterday, and, in an attempt to get 
$3,000 and $27,000. worth -of Liberty 
bonds, killed Max Rabinowitz, a furrier 
and bond dealer, and shot Mrs. Anna 
Rabinowitz, wife of the furrier, three 
times. Mrs. Rabinowitz is not expected 
to recover. The shooting took place in 
the furrier’s office,- 233 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, opposite the entrance to 
the Pennsylvania Terminal. 

Van Reed, who was attached to the 
army recruiting -headquarters in the 
Printing Crafts Building, Thirty-fourth 
Street. and Eighth Avenue, less -than 
200 feet from the scene of the holdtrp;as 
captured in the furrier’s little establish- 
ment by Patrick J. Mooney, a printer 
and stationer at 223 West Thitty-fourth 
Street. 

The reports from the holdup man’s pis- 
tol were heard by several thousand 
passersby, among them many visitors 
to the city who had just emerged from 
the West Thirty-fourth Street entrance 
to the Pennsylvania Terminal. Fully 
two score met ran into the furrier’s 
shop after Mooney had overpowered the 
bandit. They foynd Rabinowitz .dying 
on the floor with his head resting in the 
lap of his wife, who was fast losing con- 
sciousness from three bullet wounds in 
her breast. Mooney had disarmed and 
was holding the bandit by the throat. 
Armed with: canes and other -weapons 
hastily grabbed up in the establishment. 
the men fell upon Van Reed and gave 
him a severe beating before the arrival 
of the police. 


Bandit Signs Confession. 


After Detective Sergeants Myams, Mc- 
Auliffe and Morrison questioned him at 
the West Thirty-fourth Street -.station 
the soldier, who was in civilian clothes, 
voluntarily signed a confession in which 
he admitted the shooting and attempted 
holdup and said it was inspired by & 
desire to obtain $500 with which to pay 
debts’ which were ‘‘ worrying him.”’ 

Van Reed gave his age as 36 years. 
He said -he entered the army in 1907, 
served in the war as a mechanic in the 
319th Aero Service Squadron in France, 
and after being honorably discharged in 
December, 1918, re-enlisted last June. 

The idea of holding up Rabinowitz did 
not occur to him, the soldier said, until 
he was passing the furrier’s shop on his 
way to the recruiting headquarters from 
his home at 52 St. Nicholas Avenue. 
The detectives, however, said investiga- 


tion led them to believe the soldier had. 


planned the robbery several days ago, 
after learning that Mrs. Rabinowitz car- 
ried large sums .of money, and that her 
husband kept upward of $35,000 worth 
of Liberty bonds in a little safe in his 
office. 

Mrs. Rabinowitz, who is 53 years old, 
was seated at the desk in the office on 
the first floor of the three-story con- 
verted residence at the West Thirty- 
fourth Street address at 1 o’clock, when 
a muscularly built young man entered 
and told her he wanted to buy a fur 
collar for a heavy Winter coat. She ex- 
plained that her husband, who was in 
his workshop in the rear, did not have 
a collar of the kind the stranger want- 
ed, and suggested that he go to one of 
the nearby department stores.

AROUSES MORMANS 


BY LEAGIE SPEECH 


His Description of the League 
as a Spiritual Issue Elicits 
Frequent “‘ Amens.” 


TAKES ROOT COURT AS TEXT 


-|And'Asserts That Harding Can- 


not Have the Court as Planned 
Without the League. 


SPEAKS IN SEVERAL TOWNS 


Large Crowds Turn Out, Showing 
Religious’ Fervor Throughout 
Governor’s Utah Trip.

SALT LAKE CITY, Sept. 15.—Gover- 
nor James M. Cox apparently made a 
deep impression upon the people of 
Utah today in the addresses ‘which he 
delivered in half a dozen of the princi- 
pal towns and cities., The League of 
Nations is an isstie of paramount inter- 


est here, and its advocates say that the 
great majority of the people, especially 
the members of the Mormon Church, 
favor the United States entering the 
League. 

Governor Cox was the object of a great’ 
demonstration here tonight just before 
the meeting at the tabernacle. The 
streets were thronged by thousands who 
were unable to get into the meeting. 

Governor Cox refused to follow the 
program of riding in an automobile, but 
marched at the head of the parade, wav- 
ing an American flag at the crowds on 
either side. The Mormon Temple was 
packed to overflowing and , thousands 
fought to get in. - 

Meetings here at which the League has 
been discussed frequently have taken 
on a religious fervor. That was particu 
larly true of the great meeting tonight 
in the Mormon Tabernacle, where many 
had wafted patiently for hours to hear 
thd tddress. Governor Cox talked at 
some length on the spiritual responsibil- 
ities of the people.in facing a, great 
problem which, he said, dealt with the 
welfare of humanity. 

“We are children of God,"’ Governor 
Cox said, “ and we must not forget that 
we must keep alive our spiritiial nature 
and not think all the time of our pocket- 
books.’’ 

At diiathies: point in his address ne 
said: ‘In the eyes of God we ought to 
stop war and prevent further slaugh- 
ter,’”’ 

Governor Cox seized also upon the 
reports cabled from London concern- 
ing the proposal for a permanent court 
of international justice, to function un- 
der the League of Nations and with 
the force of the League behind it, as an 
argument in favor of the United States 
ratifying the League. 

Governor Cox asserted that Senator 
Harding had been in favor of scrap- 
ping the League of Nations so far as 
the United States’ was concerned. Such 
a step, he pointed out, would make it 
impossible for the United States to par- 
ticipate in the proposed court of inter- 
national justice. That the country 
would countenance such 4 situation was 
beyond belief, he said. 

There has been much speculation’ as 
to just what the so-called Root plan in 
connection with the League of Nations 
would be, and whether it would agree 
with the attitude taken by Senator 
Harding to keep the United States out of 
the League. In fact, reports have 
reached Governor Cox that leaders who 


have gathered about Senator Harding | 


were hoping that it would provide a 
solution for the tangle in which Gov- 
ernor Cox holds Senator Harding has 
enmeshed himself where the League issue 
is concerned. 

Governor Cox took the position today

WOODSVILLE, N..H., Sept. 15.—Rob- 
ert G. Meads of Chicago, Ill., a student 
at Dartmouth College, was sentenced 
today to fifteen to twenty years at hard 
labor in the State Prison at Concord, 
tipon a plea of guilty to manslaughter 
in the killing of Henry E. Maroney of 
Medford, Mass., a fellow-student. 3 
The killing took place on the night of 
June 16, after a quarrel over lquor 
which Maroney was said to have seized 
on a claim of exorbitant charge. Meads 
shot his victim after Maroney had es- 
caped from Meads's room without pay- 
ing for a quantity of liquor for which 
Meads had demanded $8. Meads was in- 
tercepted in flight within a few hours 
of the killing and readily admitted he 
Had. shot Maroney. 

Meads‘appeared in the Grafton County 
Superior Court today to plead to the in- 
dictment. which was returned against 
him late yesterday charging him with 
the muftder of Maroney.

Specifically, also, this argument has 
been used by moderate leaders of the: 
present movement in Italy. . The capi- 
talists have been urged-to give in on 
the ground that no wage increases 
can bring increased production. Un- 
less the management is given over to 
labor; ‘more money means less work— 
a- conclusion» which wil. be_ readily

“if made ina Pullman. It proves, if 
“* proof is needed, the wonderful worth 
** and reliability of the JL-6. The en- 
** gine was running as smoothly. when 
‘* we landed as when we left, and this 
** after approximately eighty hours in 
“* the air.’’ Two fatal accidents with 
this type of machine were soqn to fol- 
low, and the question arises whether 
it should be retained in service with- 
out alterations and safety devices for 
the protection of the devoted men’ who 
are carrying the Government mails. 

In. both accidents, which might 
without exaggeration be called disas- 
ters, there was a leakage of gas fol- 
lowed by flames and explosion of the 
gasoline. tank. The aviators were 
doomed. What one would like to know 
fs whether ignition can be prevented 
or stopped by contact of the fire with 
an extinguishing fluid stored in an 
outer compartment of the tank. Upon 
this problem the inventors have been 
at work. During the war one of them 
offered his device, which had been 
patented, to the Government, but so 
many life-saving inventions were 
brought to its notice that merit had 
small chance of recognition. While 
it is gratifying to know that the Post 
Office Department is doing remark- 
able things in establishing long-dis- 
tance air mail routes, success at an 
unnecessary cost of life would be de- 
plorable. Of course, there will be no 
‘*backward step’’ in commercial 
aviation, and it is of the first im- 
portance that the science of flying 
should be developed for the defense of 
the country in time of war; but the 
Government will not have the com- 
mendation of the people if it fails to 
study any safety device proposed to 
it» An inquiry into what is being 
done to protect aviators from such. 
unfortunate accidents as.lately oc- 
curred in New Jersey and Ohio would 
seem to be in order. 


OUR. MERCHANT MARINE COMES 

, FIRST. 

Too much publicity cannot be given 
to the controversy between the Amer- 
ican ‘Steamship Owners’ Association 
and the United States Shipping Board 
in regard to the Shipping Board's: 
approval of the contract between the 
American Ship and Commerce Com- 
pany and the  Hamburg-American 
Line. The. question at issue is 
whether the agreement would operate 
to the detriment of -the American 
merchant marine, for whose develop- 
ment and protection the Shipping 
Board is primarily and largely respon- 
sible. Under the agreement, which is 
to run for twénty years, the ‘‘ Harri- 
man interests ’’—that is to say, the 
American Ship and Commerce Com- 
pany—are ‘‘ to supply sufficient ton- 
** nage, flying the American flag, to 
‘* reopen promptly the most important 
‘* of the old Hamburg-American trade 
‘* routes, and eventually many more 
‘* of them.’’ When the details of the 
agreement were published in Hamburg 
Wr.HELM CUNO, general manager of 
the Hamburg-American Line, said 
that it ‘‘ must not only be considered 
** from a business point of -view, but 
‘* must be regarded as a trial at

‘* tween the two countries.’’ 

The Hamburg dispatch of July 18 
containing this statement added that 
the German line would be able to 
lease ships from neutral countries and 
from Great Britain to make up the 
50 per. cent. of vessels which the 
agreement with the’ American com- 
pany would ow it to operate.

SIBERIA BIG OPPORTUNITY 


As for Japan, However, We Should 
Not Invest Largely There Until 
Ite Foreign Policy Changes. 


The Far East bids fair for the long 
future to be the greatest foreign outlet 
in the world for American manufacture 
and enterprise, if properly developed, 

Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. Morgan & 

Co.,. who recently returned from. a 
financial missfon to China, Siberia and 
Japan, declared yesterday at a luncheon 
of the American Manufacturers Export 
Association at the Hotel Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Lamont sees in the far East, and 
in China, particularly, a tremendous 
market for American products. Ma- 
chinery and other steel products will be 
in great demand for the next twenty 
years, he said, and he added that the 
task of stpplying ‘‘movies"’ for 
’ China’s 400,000,000 would -be quite a 
task, even for Americans. More than 
400 business men, including many from 
Boston and Philadelphia, heard Mr. 
Lamont’s address, which covered the 
general aspects of tradé conditions in 
each of the countries which he visited. 

China Not Badly Upset. 

‘* We must not be misled by press re- 
ports of disorder and factional fighting 
in China,”’ said Mr. Lamont. ‘It is 
true that there is lack of organization; 
that the Central Government is not 
strong, but it is less than ten years since 
China shook herself free from the thrall 
of an ancient and absolute monarchy. 
She cannot be expected to settle down 
into the grounded ways of a modern 
republic without occasional setbacks. 
The point to remember is that she is

We shall continue to buy 
apan’s silks and trade with her along 
ordinary. lines, but we shall hardly be 
encouraged to accept her invitation to 
co-operate actively in the development 
of her enterprises until we feel more 
assured that her nebtary party is not 
going to pring her into additional finan- 
cial distress. Japan just now cannot 
afford an.ambitious.oversea policy of 
=res ansion. Her business men- realize 
this and they are urging the military 
party to be guided by more conservative 
counsels. AS soon as We see @ con- 
structive change in the foreign policies 
that I have described, then indeed we 
can well afford -to invest largely in 
Japanese development.”’

WORK SWAMPS BUREAU!’ 


Special Inspectors Render State a 
Real Service, He Declares—Are 
Not Political Friends. 


Replying.to charges made by Edward 
S. Cornell, Secretary of the National 
Highway Protective Association, that his 
office was responsible for the “state 
of chaos” existing in the regulation: of 
motor vehicle traffic in the State, Sec- 
retary of State Francis M.. Hugo yes- 
terday denied any laxity in the revok- 
ing of licenses and examining of drivers, 
saying his office ‘has only limited au- 


thority to revoke licenses, and that he | 
intends asking the Legislature this Fall | 


to enlarge these powers. 

Referring to failure to examine ‘driv- 
ers, Mr. Hugo pointed to the fact that 
the work of the bureau had increased 
400 per cent. in five years, and 440,000 
persons were licensed@’this year. 

The special inspectors who Mr, Cor- 
nell charged ‘‘ thought they owned the 
road’’ are co-opefating with the bureau 
in the enforcement of motor vehicle 
laws, Mr. Hugo said. They are not 
immune from. arrest and the seals which 


they carry on the front of their autos | 


are not issued by the Secretary of 
state. These inspectors render the State 
a@ real service, Mr. Hugo declared. There 
are several thousand of them and they 
are not, he asserted, political friends, as 
Mr. Cornell charged. 


Mr. Hugo’s Statement, 
Mr. Hugo made the following state- 


ment: 

** The social Inspectors appointed by 
the Secretary of State function in co- 
operation with our department. They 
have no power to arrest and they are 
not immune from arrest: They make 
reports of violations to our office and 
the police and have rendered a real 
service to the State. The State does 
not issue those seals that appear on 
.some automobiles. They are not a dis- 
tinctive badge of the special Inspectors, 
‘as Mr. Cornell thought. 

“The office of the Secretary of State 
is primarily a licensing bureau, and it 
was inevitable that certain responsibjj- 
ity for the enforcement of the motor 
vehicle laws should fall to our. lot. The 
power that has been conferred upon the 
Secretary of State in this regard by 
the Legislature, however, is insufficieng, 
We have some power to revoke and 
suspend licenses.

| ‘Attorney Margolis Disbarred

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 15.—An order 
disbarring Jacob Margolis was hand- 
ed down by Judges John H. Shafer, 
Thomas J. Ford and.

Millerand had to see it carried out at 
Spa, where it was further decided that 
there should be another meeting with 
the Germans at Geneva, for the pur- 
pose of settling the financial matters 
which are the special prerogative of 
the Reparation Commission, 

The ench view, was and is that the 
treaty appointed this allied commission 
to decide how much and how Germany: 
should pay. It was authorized to sum- 
mon the ans for pur of con- 
sultation “if it thought fit,- wut “there 
was no manner of doubt that it was, so 
to speak, Germany’s master, and con- 
templated no Spa or Geneva discussion 
with Germany on equal terms. The 
French hoped that the Reparation Com- 
mission would agree on the conditions 
and amount of German payments, and 
that Germany would have nothing to: do 
but pay up as instructed. - They found 
out at - that Germany did not look 
at it in that light at all. They thought, 
too, that England and Italy were dver- 
much inclined to admit concessions to 
Germany, and they feared that the 
Geneva meeting would. give Germany 
another chance to evade the solution of 
the financial problem which is vital to 
France in view of her depreciated credit 
and the reconstruction of her devastated 
provinces, 

Accordingly, the French. determined to 
make a big effort to put the Reparation 
Commission .back on the pedestal of 
| authority from which it had fallen. It 
jis of great significance that the most 
important function still retained by the 
United States in respect to the ful- 
filment of the Treaty of Versailles has 
to do wth the Reparation Commission, 
in which the American representatives, 
through theoretically admitted for 
purely consulative purposes and without 
voting powers, are in practice taking an 
active part in the work. Nothing is 
done without consulting them. Their 
advice is much valued and‘ their ih- 
fluence is very considerabie.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15.—Lieut. 
Gen, C. V. Sakharov, at one time Chief 
of Staff for “Admiral Kolchak, accom- 
panied by Colonel Vorobieff of his per- 
sonal staff, as well as two Cossack 
orderlies, arrived here incognito last 
night from Yokohama. He is on his 
way to Washington to make a com- 
plete report on the latest Siberian and 
Eastern Russian. situation to Secretary 
of State Colby, as well as to M. Bakh- 
metieff, the Russian Ambassador. 

Sakharov was a Major General in the 
Czar’s army for many years and at 
one time commanded the Imperial Dra- 
goons, «a Cossack regiment which 
guarded the Court and every man in 
which was over 6 feet except the General, 
who is short of stature. He is a grad- 
uate of the Imperial StaffeSchool of 
the General Army. In 1914 he was 
sent to the German front in command 
of the Sixth Army Corps, which con- 
sisted of 80,000 picked Russians. He 
was twice wounded in action, but re- 
turned to duty. 

When the Bolsheviki seized the Gov- 
ernment he allied himself with the army 
of the Volga, which persistently fought 
the Red régime and which was later 
commanded by Denikin and Kolchak. 

Two months ago he left Siberia with 
dispatches and news for our.State De- 
partment and the Russian Embassy in 
Washington. Later he will visit Den- 
ikin in.London and then join General 
Wrangel in Southern Russia to act as 
his Chief of Staff. General Sakharov 
is writing a book on the causes and 
cure of Bolshevism, which he expects 
to complete for publication in December. 

“It is my opinion,’”’ he said today, 
‘‘that Bolshevism will not last much 
longer, and that as soon as it starts to 
go to pieces it will tumble with such a 
great fall that not any or all of the Red 
element in the world can ever put it 
together again. When it commences to 
crumble there will be a massacre of its 
tyrants that will appall the nations. 

** But the fall of Bolshevism will come 
only from within the great walls of 
Russia herself. I have talked with peas- 
ants, with the great middle class of my 
country, With merchants and with 
priests during a wandering trip on 
horseback, and, when I could, by_auto- 
mobile, from the Voiga to the Pacific 
Ocean. They are all against the type of 
government set up in Moscow, and 
which is shutting them off from the rest 
of the world. They are all tired of 
fighting, and soon they will rise in revo- 
lution that it will be impossible for the

The question 
was asked ‘‘ because Edgar Lansbury 
had been interviewed by the police just 
before and asked to explain why he had 
had possession of some of the notes 
which formed part of the price realized 
by the sale of Russidn jewels.’’ The 
Government doubts if The Daily Herald 
would have taken the public into its 
confidence but for the fact that it had 
apprised that the secret. could not 
longer he kept. The statement reiterates 
Lloyd George’s charge against Kameneff 
that the latter incorrectly transmitted 
Russian conditions for an armistice with 
Poland.

“According to an 
announcement at the strikers’ headquar- 
ters in the Brooklyn Labor Lyceum, 
Myrtle and Willoughby Avenues, the 
first donation to the war chest was 
$16,000, contributed by 16,000 members 
of the milk drivers’ organization. It 
was said that other big contributions 
to prelong the strike had been made, 
but figures were not given out. 

If, as asserted, the amated, be- 
ginning next Monday,: pays $10 weekl 
strike benefits to married men and § 
to single men, the union’s effort to keep 
the men out will cost abdut $100,000 a 
week, aside from the expenses of hirin 
hails, maintaining officials at hotels an 
providing them with automobiles.

MONTEVIDEO, Sept. 15.—Moris Fox, 
who was recently arrested aboard the 
British freighter Dryden because of his 
resemblance to Bugene Le Roy, alleged 
to be the perpetrator of the Detroit and 
New York ‘‘ trunk murder,’’ was de- 
tained for identification today by the 
Uruguayan police when the Dryden ar- 
rived from Rio Janeiro. The action was 
at the request of the United States 
authorities. . 

Fox was arrested on Aug. 25 last When 
the Dryden arrived at Rio Janeiro, but 
in the absence of an extradition treaty 
between the United States and Brazil, 
he was detained on board the vessel 
until it proceeded to this port. 

The police here, who possess only an 
inadequate description of Le Roy fur- 
nished by the American Legation, were 
said to. be skeptical that Fox was the 
man wanted, basing their conclusions on 
preliminary questioning and an examina- 
tion of documents proauced by Fox .to 
show that he was not Le Roy.

Four Stocks Supply Quarter of, 
Day’s Business—Money Con- 
ditions Quigt and Orderly. 


The pronounced strength of Tuesday's 
stock market failed to carry over into 
yesterday’s session. Instead, there was 
irregularity and confusion, with some 
stocks doing very well, while others 
did very poorly.

money is concerned, and that from now 
on we will see a gradual, and probably 
avery slow, readjustment to lower scale. 

If this is the case, then the invest- 

ment market should continue to im- 
prove, as it has been doing for the last 
month, and we may see some really 
comprehensive financial plans worked 
out this Fall. What a condition which 
makes for easier money; on a great 
scale, will mean to general business is; 
of course, another matter. 
Sterling exchange improved further, 
but some of the Continentals were 
slightly reattionary. In this market, as 
in money, there is a growing belief that 
the worst has been seen and that im- 
provement will be the rule from now 
on.

8,000 Witness Funeral — Boy Sur- 
vivor ignorant Family Ie Dead. 


The seven victims of the automobile 
accident in Dobbs Ferry last Sunday 


‘morning, when Dr. George H. McGuire 


of 2,517 Creston Avenue, the Bronx, in 
the confusion of a violent storm drove 
his car off an elevated roadway, were 
buried yesterday from the Roman Cath- 
olic Church of Our Lady of . Mercy, 
Marion Avenue, near Fordham Road. 

Long before the services a great 
throng had gathered before the Mc- 
Guire home, where all the dead had 
been taken. ‘They were Dr. and Mrs. 
McGuire, their son George H., Jr., and 
their daughter Mary J., Mr. and Mrs. 
Howley: and Edward Mulrooney, son of 
Police Lieutenant Edward T. Mulrooney 
of the.West 152d Street Station and 
schoolmate of the dead McGuire boy. 
As soon as it became apparent that 
great crowds would gather, calls were 
sent for police reserves, and Inspector 
George J. Liebler came with forty-eight 
men. Most of them were concentrated 
before the church, where it was esti- 
mated there were 8,000 persons. When 
the six hearses, two abreast, bearing 
the seven bodies, approached the 
church there was a rush to get inside 
and the police had to fight back the 
crowd. Several women fainted. 

The funeral was attended by a detail 
of police headed by Deputy Commis- 
sioners Gray and Faurot and an escort 
of Bo oy Scouts for the Mulrooney boy, 
for whom a solemn requiem°mass was 
held first at- 10:30 o’clock. Services for 
the McGuire and Howley families were 
held thirty. minutes later.

ETTINGER MAY PUSH 
SCHOOL KISSING CASE 


Edacation Board to Act on Old 
Charges Agtinst Mordorf at 
Next Meeting. 


The Board of Education, after privately 
considering yesterday the case of Oliver 
C,..Mordorf, Principal of Public School 
189 in Brooklyn, found guilty by his 
local board of kissing a girl pupil 
named Woolsey, decided to vote on the 
matter at its next meeting. The local 
board recommended that Mr. Mordorf 
be punished but not dismissed, and a 
resolution approving this was offered 


yesterday. 

The Board of Education postponed ac- 
tion at its meeting on July 14, Aug. 11 
and Aug. 25. Meanwhile Mr. Mordorf, 
it is said, has been drawing his salary 
without performing any duties, since 
City Superintendent Ettinger is alleged 
to have ordered him not to resume work. 

Superintendent Ettinger in the mean- 
while has 
and is said to have obtained further 
evidence against Mr. Mordorf, which he 
offered to present to the Board. Mr. 
Mordorf, it is said,’ still continues to 
refuse to resign. 

The members of the Education Board 
are said to agree that the finding of the 
local school board should be upheld. 
Dr. Ettinger, it was said, might. if ‘he 
deemed it wise, prefer new char aos 
against Mr. Mordorf on the informa 
he has gathered. 

It was said, however, that the charges 
upon which Mr. Mordorf was tried by 
the local school board should be now 
considered by themselves, and the ver- 
dict rendered on them and not on evi- 
dence collected since the trial. It seems 
probable, therefore, that the Board: of 
Education at its next meeting will ap- 
prove the findings of the local school 
board in the matter and not vote for 
Mr..Mordorf’s dismissal.
